Report of the School Board 


To the Citizens of Kensington: 


In summarizing the work of the year, it is but fair to 
state that with the efficient teachers maintained there 
has been a marked degree of progress made at the three 
schools. The present winter having been such that there 
has been no interruption in the school curriculum, this: 
can but help towards success because no pupil can do 
justice to himself or teacher by irregular attendance. 

The Board has tried to use its best judgment in ful- 
filling requirements made by the State Board. The North 
- and East Schools are now in excellent condition requir- 
ing only minor repairs. By the erection of a shed and 
the installation of chemical toilets at the former, the Board 
somewhat exceeded the appropriation and it is urged 
that the people inspect this system and by comparison 
with the old decide for themselves as to the benefit that 
will come to the children in health and morality. 

The first cost of any construction is relatively large, 
on the other hand, preventing disease and saving time 
is effected both for the pupil and school. This on the basis 
of real economy the expenditure is more than justified by 
the results. 

A spirit of loyal co-operation among teachers and pu- 
pils has existed and has been responsible for more success 
than could otherwise be possible. 

To this has been added a sympathetic interest and 
courteous helpfulness from the superintendent and for. 
which I wish to express our sincere thanks.

Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Kensington, NN. Hee 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my second report 
as superintendent of the Kensington schools. Much of 
the history of the schools for the last school year is con- 
tained in the accompanying set of statistical tables, which 
also show some facts relative to health inspection, teachers, 
etc. 


The school year which closed August 31, 1920 was a 
difficult time for all rural schools and Kensington suffered 
as much as the average town. Not only did we have to 
contend with unfortunate internal conditions in one 
school, but all teachers and pupils suffered alike from 
severe cold weather and unusually deep snow. It is to 
be regretted that the West School, which had suffered 
so*much through change of teachers, should have to re- 
main closed as it did for several weeks because the road 
on which it stands was not broken out and made passable. 
Undoubtedly it will be a long time before such a com- 


bination of unfortunate circumstances as was produced: 


by severe weather, shortage of help to care for roads and 
changes of teachers occurs again. However, our schools 
were in session the required thirty-six weeks before the 


year closed. One school made excellent progress through- 


out last year, another made fair progress and the third 


finished the year doing good work. So far in the present 


year, all three schools have done better work than last 
year. eon most of the time of pupils and the largest

part of the energy of teachers has been given to the plain 
fundamental subjects of the school, considerable time has 
also been given to those other matters of school which 
are so valuable in training for citizenship—music, draw- 
ing, civics, current events, dramatics, ete. 


I would not know where to go to find in a corp of teachers 
more loyalty, more faithfulness to duty, or more pride 
in their profession than I find now in Kensington. I 
take this opportunity to express publicly my appreciation 
of our good fortune in Miss Robie’s recovery last spring 
from a most severe illness and her resumption of work 
this fall. I am sure I express your mind also when I 
heartly commend her for her courage, determination 
and faithfulness to duty. Mrs. Hodgdon assumed charge 
of the West School after it had passed through an un- 
fortunate period, one which would make difficult the work 
of any incoming teacher. Her work was begun at personal 
sacrifice, and it has been carried on while home cares 
have been pressing. For her consent to take the school, 
for her faithfulness to duty during this year, sometimes 
under trying» circumstances and for the good practical 
results which she obtains in her school, I wish to express 


my appreciation. Miss Holmes at the North School 


brings to us new and fresh training in methods, a willing 
spirit of work, and enthusiastic liking for her profession, 
a fondness for children and a good way of fitting into the 
home life of her pupils. She is entirely devoted to her 
school and the results. of her work are excellent. 


So far as sanitary conditions are concerned, the North 
and East school houses are in excellent condition. The 
installation of the chemical toilet at the former school ‘is 
a very commendable step. I wish every parent in the 
school district might see this new safeguard for the morals 
and health of their children, and compare it to the-building 
which it replaced. -Except for plaster and paint needed 
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on the interior of this school house, the structure is in a 
very satisfactory state. The East school house, too, is 
satisfactory to all essentials. I would urge some grading 
with gravel, there, in front of the steps. This improve- 
ment would make the steps to the building easier for the 
small pupils, and would keep from the school room much 
of the loam which is now tracked in. I advise that the 
shed built last year be painted, inside and outside, as soon 
as it can be done economically. If the whole work can- 
not be undertaken, the toilets at least should be painted. 


In view of the large amount of work needed on the West 
school. house during the next few years and considering 
how severe weather and long distances from the school 
affected the pupils this last year and remembering that — 
a fairly large school is bound to have a healthier life than 
a small one, I recommend that the West school be closed 
next year and‘the children transported wherever neces- 
sary to the other schools. Of course, such a step should 
not be taken without thorough investigation of routes 
and transportation, but I feel certain that such a procedure 
will be financially more economical for the district and more 
beneficial to the pupils and satisfactory to their parents. 


I think more parents have visited our schools this year 
than last, but I want to urge still further that every citizen 
of the town visit schools more often so that the work of 
both teachers and pupils, the progress of the pupils and 
the condition of the buildings and grounds may be observed 
at first hand. I urge the formation of one or more Parent- 
Teacher Associations, to make possible the pooling of all 
good ideas and the elimination of all sorts of misunder- 
standings. No teacher can do her best till she knows 
and undertands the parents of her pupils. Likewise, 
no parent has a right to critizise a teacher till she knows 
her out of the school room or well as at work. 
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The successful attempt by the board, to have changed 
the law relative to payment of tuition by New Hamp- 
shire boundary towns to out-of-the-state high-schools 
so that illegal payment of tuition to Amesbury, Mass., 
might cease, is much to be commended. 


For the numerous instances of co-operation on the part 
of the School Board and citizens of Kensington, and for 
expressions of interest in our schools, I take this oppor- 
tunity to express hearty thanks.
